And there is a good deal 
more talk of how Sm ith’s chances 
of winning four years hence in the 
event he loses this time than is 
ordinarily the case. 
For Governor Smith has 
im ­ 
pressed the West as a 
sort 
of 
combination of Theodore Roose­ 
velt and William Jennings Bryan 
— as magnetic on the stump ae 
either one and equally as capable 
of drawing throngs from 
mile? 
around to listen spellbound. 
There Is. of course, nearly ev­ 
erywhere In the West a sort of 
prejudice against 
things 
New 
York-like. 
And Al 
Smith 
has 
th at handicap to overcome but his 
direct, straight-from-the-shoulder 
and positive utterances are so no­ 
vel after the phlegmatic, solemn 
demeanor of the candidates

the last several years that

New York governor may be said 
to have gone farther than any 
easterner in winning friends. 
Looking Ahead Four Years.

Suppose, for instance, that H er­ 
bert Hoover were elected. 
Four 
years from now his record would 
be on trial, what he had actually 
done on farm relief, what he had 
accomplished by reason of 
his 
organizing ability. 
Usually presi­ 
dents are weaker at the end of 
four years than in the campaign 
in which they triumphed origin­ 
ally. 
The accumulation of griev­ 
ances operates to the disadvant­ 
age of the incumbent. 
Then turn 
to Governor Smith who during the 
same four years, freed from re­ 
sponsibility, a national character 
and much in demand as a speaker 
from coast to coast, has the op­ 
portunity to study national affairs 
and apply the same intensive stu­ 
dy that he has given to state af­ 
fairs. 
N ot N atio n al F ig u re . 
Some of the Governor’s 
own 
friends privately suggest that his 
concentration on state affairs has 
not given him the chance to study 
the broad national questions but 
th at four years from now he will 
have mastered them. 
Then too, 
there is the fact that Smith’s pop­ 
ular vote probably will 
exceed 
that of any Democratic nominee 
preceding him and if his electoral 
vote should exceed 
either 
that 
achieved in 1920 or 1924 by the 
Democrats, his strength in 
the 
1932 convention would be 
sub­ 
stantial. 
The Smith group having 
J large funds to spend and having 
M developed organizations in states 
▼ 
ia which the Democratic cause 
has been moribund will naturally 
control the next national conven­ 
tion. 
Here is a quotation from 
the Des Moines Register, which 
takes a long look ahead: 
“The Register cannot get away 
from the thought th at the Gov­ 
ernor has a much longer eye on 
the situation than the coming No­ 
vember election. 
He is only 65 
years old, there are two national 
campaigns still within his range.

retary Hoover to be elected and 
suppose the administration to fall 
short in its program for th* farm, 
would the campaign of 1932 see 
the New York Governor out re­ 
newing old acquaintance aud re­ 
minding the farm of his pledges 
a t Omaha?” 
Radio Has Been Useful. 
The radio has 
brought 
the 
Governor’s personality direct 
to 
the home. 
His Oklahoma speech 
following so quickly on tho sen­ 
sations of his Omaha address have 
left a profound impression. Gov­ 
ernor Smith has made more of a 
dent on the consciousness of the 
West in these two speeches than 
J Hughes, Wilson, Cox, and Davis 
/ put together, and, of course, the

the crowd.”

Copenhagen, Sept. 26—(ZP)—Bert1 
Hassell and Parker Cramer, pilots 
of the airplane “Greater Rockford” 
in which they attempted to fly 
from Illinois to Sweden via Green­ 
land, were feted and praised on 
their arrival 
here 
today. 
They 
were accompanied from the north 
by Prof. William H. Hobbs, leader 
of the University 
of 
Michigan 
Greenland observation party, which 
rescued them after they had land­ 
ed far from their objective in the 
northern country. 
“I wish my wife and three kid­ 
dies were here,” said Hassell, as 
ho landed from the steamer Ful­ 
ton. 
He was happy but plainly 
homesick, yet he announced that 
he and Cramer would, make an­ 
other attempt to span the great 
circle route next year. 
‘‘The trip taught us that Green­ 
land is a natural relay station for 
air travel between 
Amerca 
and 
Europe,” he said. 
"It contains ex­ 
cellent landing places and one that 
cannot be spoiled by climatic con­ 
ditions in summer or winter. 
Plane Not Damaged. 
"Next year Cramer and I are 
going from Rockford 
to 
Copen­ 
hagen via Greenland and Iceland 
and back. This route is preferable 
to a direct flight across the Atlan­ 
tic because the latter demands too 
much gasoline cargo space at the 
expense of passenger capacity. 
"Our machine was not damaged 
on landing but subsequent storms 


played havoc with it. 
I still hope 
to save the motor and the scien­ 
tific instruments. 
"Unfortunately, we lost all the 
mail we were carrying, including 
letters for the royal Swedish tam 
ily. 
They were buried with the 
machine under the snow.”

Detroit, Sept. 26—(ZP)— Rev. W. 
H. Law, 76, Baptist pastor, who 
was known as the "Sky Pilot of 
the Great Lakes,” due to ministra­ 
tions among 
lighthouse 
keepers 
and coast guard forces, died here 
tonight following a brief illness. 
While a young man, Rev. Law 
established the Baptist mission on 
Manitou Island and later moved it 
to Hessel in the Lea Cheneaux 
group. 
The 
mission 
became

Rev. Law extended his missionary 
work to lighthouse workers and 
guardsmen over the entire Great 
Lakes district and later those along 
both American seaboards.

COMSTOCK IS 
MAKING TOUR 


Democratic Candi d ate 
Pays Visit to Lansing | 
and Ingham County 


Lansing, 
Sept. 26— (A5)— Wil­ 
liam A. 
Comstock, 
Democratic 
candidate for governor, 
carried 
his campaign into 
Lansing 
und 
Ingham county today with a blis­ 
tering attack upon the state ad­ 
ministration and paens of praise 
of Al Smith. 
In speeches here and in neigh­ 
boring 
villages he 
challeneged 
the state administration to Jus­ 
tify its “ failure to attempt to en­ 
force the state prohibition law. 
He scored it for not 
completing 
the women's detention home 
at 
Okemos, “ although it has found 
time and money to nearly 
com­ 
plete a new barracks for the state 
police,” for increasing taxes fifty 
per cent, for 
failing 
to 
keep 
promises to provide 
more 
and 
better roads. 
“ You have paid for the roads, 
where are they?" he asked. 
Urging abolition of the state 
property tax as a means of farm 
relief, Comstock 
declared 
the 
state tax 
commission arbitrarily 
fixed unfair 
levies. 
Farms, 
he 
said, cannot be sold for their as­ 
sessed value. 


Praises Smith 
“ Yet I have property in Detroit 
which I can sell for five 
times 
its assessed value.” 
The speaker linked Bryan and 
Roosevelt as the two great Pro­ 
gressives who fought against the 
encroachment of 
privileged 
big 
business upon the rights of agri­ 
culture and labor. 
Comstock spoke of 
Governor 
Smith as a man who “ would not 
break promises.’’ 
“The Republicans are attem pt­ 
ing to hide the defects of their 
candidates behind 
the 
smoke­ 
screen of such issues as prohibi­ 
tion 
and 
religion,” 
he 
said. 
“What difference does 
it 
make 
what a man's religion is? 
The 
federal and 
state 
governments 
have failed dismally to 
enforce 
the prohibition laws. 
You must 
look to the Democrats for the en­ 
forcement of all laws.”

President-elect of Mexico 
Receives Many Mes­ 
sages.

Mexico City! 
Sept. 
26— UP)— 
Telegrams from military 
chief­ 
tains. that is the generals com­ 
manding in the states and import­ 
ant districts, began to come in to­ 
night, pledging support to Emil­ 
io Portes GU. as provisional-pres­ 
ident-elect. 
He 
received

other felicitations during the day 
from all parts of Mexico and also 
abroad.

Although never a soldier, Por­ 
tes Gil’s life has contained plenty 
of thrills and adventures. Inquir­

past. He once was shot and seri­ 
ously wounded, risked his life re­ 
cently to save a stranger and suf­ 
fered imprisonment in 1919 
be­ 
cause of his support of the 
General Obregon. 
Hawed Man's IJfe 
According to

counts, Portes GII in March, 1918, 
accompanied as second. 
General 
Cesar Lopez de Lara, 
candidate 
for governor of Tamaulipas, who 
was to fight a duel in Chapultep- 
ec Park here with his rival, Gen­ 
eral Luis Caballero. As they drew 
up beside Cabarrlero’s automobile 
at the park they were greeted by 
a volley of shots, two of which 
struck Fortes GU.

Will be Made in 
State for Hoover 


Lansing,

tensive speaking campaign on be­ 
half of Herbert Hoover and the Re­ 
publican state ticl^t was announc­ 
ed today by Seth Q. Pulver, of 
Owosso, head of the speakers’ divi­ 
sion. 
Starting 
October 7, 
more 
than 75 prominent Michigan men 
and women will take the stump, he 
said. 
They plan to cover every 
section of the state.

Lauding Herbert Hoover as a genu­ 
ine friend of the farmer who fought 
for his interests both before and 
after the World war, Senator Wil­ 
liam E. Borah of Idaho, spoke here 
tonight before a crowd in Conven­ 
tion Hall. 
Contrasting 
Al Smith's 
record 
and knowledge of the farm prob­ 
lem with that of Herbert Hoover, 
the Idahoan lashed out with a bit 
of irony on Smith, and concluded 
with the question: 
"Which of these men, my friends, 
can best solve these problems that 
so vitally touch every American 
home?" 
There were cries 
of 
"Hoover, 
Hoover.” 
Senator Borah’s answer to the 
charge that Hoover 
had 
beaten 
down the price of wheat during 
the war, Senator Borah contended 
hoover had kept tho- prices up, and 
that over the opposition of the Wil­ 
son cabinet. 
If it had not been 
for Hoover, the Idahoan declared, 
the price of wheat would have been 
$1.50 a bushel instead of $2.20.

CURTIS TALKS 
ON TARIFF IN 
MISSOURI CITY 


CAMPAIGNER 
VISITS 
ELEVENTH STATE 
ON TOUR 


Springfield, Mo., Sept. 26— (/P) 
— Kindling the Republican fires 
in Missouri— the eleventh 
state 
visited in his western campaign— 
Senator Curtis, the party’s presi­ 
dential nominee tonight 
talked 
tariff and Herbert Hoover to a 
crowd gathered in the shrine mos­ 
que here. 
The senator declared increased 
tariff protection against 
agricul­ 
tural importations to be “an im­ 
portant means by which to 
re­ 
lieve the depression of 
agricul­ 
ture,” but he believed other legis­ 
lation necessary also and 
placed 
faith in the promise of Herbert 
Hoover to put agriculture on a 
basis of equality with other 
in­ 
dustries. 
He lauded Mr. Hoover as “ the 
best equipped man ever to 
run 
for president.” 
“ Tariff protection,” 
on 
farm 
products, he declared, is an im­ 
portant means by which the farm ­ 
er in a 
position 
of 
economic 
equality with 
other 
industries, 
but in considering tariff rates as 
a means for meeting the problem 
of agriculture, the danger of un­ 
due reliance on the 
effectiveness 
of this method must be avoided. 
“ Many of the farm ers’ ill are 
the result of the war and of post 
war conditions, generally; others 
are in part 
le»j»t the result of 
m aladjustm ent^ « . lh.tr 
a t tr i b u ­ 
tive system—-a. lack 
of

Detroit, 
Sept. 26—(A*)—Chester 
Kutzlub, 48, who presented som­ 
nambulism as a defense in his trial 
here on a charge of slaying his 
wife, was found guilty of man­ 
slaughter by a jury tonight, with 
recommendations for mercy. Judge 
Alfred J. Murphy withheld sent­ 
ence. 
Kutzlub admitted 
shooting 
his 
wife to death in their home here 
last April, but pleaded 
he 
was 
walking in his sleep at the time. 
The defendant said he was awak­ 
ened by the report of the gun. 
Three children of the couple tes­ 
tified the father was a habitual 
sleep walker and declared their 
parents never quarrelled. 
Defense attorneys asserted Kutz­ 
lub was suffering from somnam­ 
bulism and “somnolentia,” and de­ 
lined the former as "a state of 
sleep in which some of the senses 
and voluntary powers are partly 
awake.’’ 
Somnolentia was defined as "the 
lapping over of 
profound 
sleep 
into the domain of apparent wake­ 
fulness."

Phoenix. Aria., Sept. 26—(JP) — 
Political fervor on a national scale, 
for some time at high temperature 
in the east, has at last leaped the 
barriers of prairies and mountains 
into this vast western region of 
small populations and great dis­ 
tances.

Party leaders in the states of the 
Rockies, wedged between the mid­ 
west and the Pacific seaboard, have 
learned after much experience that 
it is not possible to keep scattered 
groups of voters at fever pitch for 
long, so they are conserving their 
energy for a whirlwind finish that 
will sweep their partisans to the 
polls on election day. 
Upon how 
well they succeed will depend tho 
division and electoral votes owned 
by Arizona, lier border neighbor. 
New Mexico, and the more north 
em Nevada, Utah, Colorado and 
Wyoming.

Governor Smith's Train, Enroute 
co Minneapolis, Sept. 26—(£*)—On 
the homeward bound stretch of his 
first stumping tour, Gov. Smith in­

his supporters as a real campaign 
battle grouud. 
Encouraging reports were given 
the Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nee as his train, headed for the 
twin cities of Minnesota, traversed 
North Dakota's vast farming terri­ 
tory. 
At least an even chance to carry 
the state was the word brought to 
the governor by more than one of 
his followers, who boarded the spe­ 
cial train for informal conferences 
with the nominee and his political 
advisors. 
Others, however, emphasized that 
North Dakota normally is heavily 
Republican, particularly when there 
is no large scale bolt on the part 
of the non-partisan wing of the 
party, and they were of the opinion 
that the Democrats faced an upkii. 
battle, despite certain encouraging 
trends. 
W orks Into Night. 
Before breakfast had been served 
to the Democratic standard bearer, 
who never before 
had 
been 
in 
North Dakota, his train was well 
into the western part of the state. 
Throughout the day it reeled oft 
mile after mile 
through 
rather 
level country with stops few aud 
far between. 
Bismark, the state capital, was 
on the schedule for a briefly lay­ 
over at midday with Fargo to the 
east, down for an hour's stop at 
nightfall. 
Only a few other sta­ 
tion stops in the state were sched­ 
uled. 
Gov. Smith worked far into the 
night as his train wa a leaving Mon­ 
tana on the speech he will delivei* 
tomorrow night in St. Baul. 
He 
withheld definite announcement as 
to what would be his theme, but 
it was expected that lie would 
touch on several campaign issues 
of particular interest to the agri­ 
cultural northwest. 
After St. Paul, 
only one campaign, at Milwaukee 
Saturday night, is to be delivered 
before the Democratic nominee re­ 
turns to his home state to take 
part in the New York Democratic 
convention and get some rest in 
Albany before starting out on an­ 
other speech-making tour. 
As he traveled eastward today. 
(Joy. Smith was informed that from 
his standpoint western North Da­ 
kota. the stronghold of the non 
partisan league, looked better than 
the eastern section of the state.

and you may still get the hole 
in your skin, but the way to avoid 
that is to not hunt with careless 
chaps. 
Summed up in a few words, ev­ 
ery hunting accident is the re­ 
sult of a gun being pointed where 
it should not be, and the 
first 
simple rule for gun carelessness 
is never to point a firearm at any 
person under any circumstances. 
The gun may not be loaded— in 
the opinion of 
its 
owner— but 
those are the guns 
that 
cause 
most of the accidents. 
Ham Own Risks 
Duck Hunting carries 
special 
hazards of its 
own, 
somewhat 
different but no less dangerous 
than those of upland gunning or 
deer hunting. 
Greatest menace of all to the 
duck hunter is the narrow con­ 
fines of the little 
duck 
boat. 
There is room in such a. craft for 
two guns only if the utmost care­ 
fulness is exercised. 
If two hun­ 
ters are shooting from 
such 
a 
boat they should sit side by side 
or back to back, close enough to­ 
gether that neither can possibly 
get within range of the other’s 
gun. 
If you are sneak shooting in a 
duck boat there is only one rule 
of safety. 
Let the man in the 
bow handle the gun and the man 
behind do the paddling. 
If the 
rear man has a gun he should lay 
it down in the bottom of the boat, 
tho muzzle pointing back 
away 
from 
his 
companion, 
and 
he 


should leave it there no matter 
how the ducks may fly. 
Many 
a man in the front of a duck boat 
has raised up to shoot just in 
time to receive the full charge 
of his partner’s 12-gauge in the 
back of his neck at a range of 
about three feet. 
Don’t Load Them. 
The position of the guns in a 
duck boat should be a matter of 
attention at all times. 
Keep them 
pointing away from the occupants. 
If you have a long distance to 
paddle before 
you 
reach 
the 
shooting grounds leave the guns 
unloaded or load only the bow 
gun. 
Be careful when you take the 
guns out of the boat or put them 
in. 
A gun dragged muzzle fore^- 
most across athe seats of a boat 
has an excellent chance to catch 
hammers or triggers and send its 
charge into the chest or face of 
the hunter who is doing the drag­ 
ging. 
As for the pitfalls that beset 
the path of the upland game hun­ 
ter, they are legion. 
Dragging 
a gun through a fence or over 
a fence, muzzle foremost, is one 
of the most frequent causes of 
serious accident in this type of 
hunting. 
Leaning on the gun or 
resting its muzzle down on the 
foot also claims a fair share of 
victims. 
• 
The Worst Menace. 
As for the hunter who carries 
his gun 
through 
the 
woods, 
marshes or fields cocked or with 
the safety off, in case of a ham­ 
merless, he is not a fit companion 
on any trip. If you chance to find 
yourself in a party 
with 
him, 
either send him back or drop out 
of the party. 
Then there is the 
.fellow who 
is 
game-shy, 
who 
throws his gun to his shoulder 
and blazes at the first 
whir 
of 
wings or rustle in the grass. 
He 
is only a little less of a menace 
than the man with the gun tjjat 
is always cocked. 
All the rules for gun behavior 
may be summed up 
briefly 
in 
two: 
Never let any hunter, your­ 
self or your companions, see the 
inside of the muzzle of your gun, 
and never shoot until you know to 
la certainty what you are shoot­ 
ing at and what is in the brush, 
grass or marsh just beyond.

New Y ork— A test of the com­ 
parative m ight of the pen 
and 
the sword in China, through the 
use of th e m odern, rapid fire evo­ 
lution of the pen, is now made 
possible by an Am erican inven­ 
tion. 
This is a Chinese 
typewriter. 
The m achine is based on the new­ 
ly adopted official Chinese alpha­ 
bet, known as “ Chu Yin Tzu Mu,’’ 
which was prom ulgated by gov­ 
ernm ent edict to simplify the lan­ 
guage to the point 
where 
the 
common Chinese m ight have op­ 
portunity to learn reading 
and 
writing. 
The Chinese language 
is ideographic, th a t is, it presents 
picture ideas, and there have been 
so many thousands of these char­ 
acters th a t it was said even well 
educated Chinese did not know 
them all. 
For 
years 
Robert 
McKean 
Jones, inventor of tht^ new type­ 
w riter, worked on the problem of 
reducing the characters to 
the 
compass of a keyboard, and the 
new national 
phonetic 
alphabet 
enabled to com plete the work. He 
is typographer for the Remington- 
Rand Business Service, Inc. 
The Chinese typew riter 
oper­ 
ates like its English cousins. 
Its 
keyboard 
has 
48 
characters, 
comprising all the phonetic sym­ 
bols, 21 compound signs, Chinese 
num erals, tone m arks, a symbol 
indicating em phasis, parentheses 
and a period. 
The characters are set 
side- 
wise, with th eir tops toward the 
left. 
Reading is done opposite to 
English and in colum ns beginning 
at the upper right hand corner of 
the typed sheet. 
To read such 
a sheet, it m ust he given a quar­ 
ter tu rn after rem oval from 
the 
machine.
